Relatives Go to Bedside as Soon as 


News Reaches Here— Result of 


Family Quarrel 


After killing 
his 
father-in-law, 
Marcellas Hollingsworth, 
at 
their 
home near New 
Augusta, 
Marion 
county, last night anti attempting to 
committ suicide, Cassius C. Smith, a 
Hush county man who left 
here 
about four years ago, 
today 
had 
prospects of recovery. 


The shooting was reported to he 
the result of a family quarrel. 
It 
took place at 
the 
Hollingsworth 
home where Smith and his wife re- 
-idod one-half mile north *of 
New 
A gust a. 
Hollingsworth, 
who 
was 
fifty-eight y e a r s 
old, 
died 
within 
thirty minutes after he was shot. 


Smith turned the revolver on him­ 


s e lf soon after he 
had 
mortally 
wounded his father-in-law and shot 
himself in tlie right cheek. 
It was 
believed that the bullet entered his 
brain, but this was later disproved. 


Smith, who is thirty years old, is 
the son of Mr, and Mrs, W alter P. 
Smith. Jiving near what is known as 
P o rte r’s saw mill on rural route nine 
a few miles north of the 
eitv. 
He 
was employed a- a conductor on the 
Indianapolis A Cincinnati 
traction 
line a few years before he went to 
Indianapolis, where 
lie has 
been 
working on the Union traction line. 


Smith i- a brother of Mrs. Frank 
Cross, living a short distance north 
of Rushville; of Charles Smith, who 
lives on the Frank 
Sample 
farm 
north of here: of M i s s Laura Smith, 
of Indianapolis, and of the Misses 
Mollie and Ha/el Smith who are at 
home. 


Frank Cross and Charles 
Smith 
went to Indianapolis last night .just 
as soon as news of 
the 
shooting 
reached here. 
Mr. Smith, the father, 
is in very poor health and relatives 
today feared to tell him 
of 
tin1 
murder. 


The shooting is said to he the re ­ 
sult of a family fued o f more than a 
year’s 
stand. 
according 
to 
the 
Indianapolis Star. 
Smith 
married 
Hollingsworth’s daughter more than 
two years ago, and the young couple 
had lived with Hollingsworth 
since 
t lie death of Mrs. Hollingsworth in 
1013. 


It is said that Smith and Hollings­ 
worth had quarreled at frequent in­ 
tervals fo r several months, and that 
Mrs. Smith had been dragged 
into 
the quarrels by her husband and her 
father. 
Smith was in Indianapolis 
yesterday on business and he re­ 
turned home about 0 o’clock. 
After the shooting 
he 
asserted 
that he heard Hollingsworth q u a r­ 
reling with Mrs. Smith as lie enter­ 
ed the house, and 
he 
immediately 
went to the kitchen and shot 
Hol­ 
lingsworth. 
He fired two bullets. 
One entered 
Hollingsworth’s left temple and the 
other struck him in the right eve. 
The shooting was done with a re ­ 
volver, which it is said Smith c a r­ 
ried with him part of the time. Mrs. 
Smith ran from the house and went 
to the home of neighbors, who called 
Dr. W. C. MacDonald and Dr. Geo. 
P. Coble. 
Dr. E. S. Knox, deputy 
coroner, investigated 
the 
shooting 
and notified Sheriff George V. Coffin.
